Some people tell us when we take up prophecy that it 
is all very well to be believed, but that there is no use trying 
to understand it; these future events are things that the 
church does not agree about, and it is better to let them alone 
and deal only with prophecies which have already.been ful- 


filled. 


But Paul doesn’t talk that 
way. He says: “All scripture 
ha profitable”; but you 
don’t understand the proph- 
ecies, so you let them alone. 
If God didn’t mean to have us 
study the prophecies, He wouldn't 
have put them in the Bible. Some 
of them are fulfilled, and He is 
at work fulfilling the rest, so that 
if we do not see them all com- 


the world to come. 

I don’t want to teach anything 
today dogmatically, on my own 
authority, but to my mind this 


precious doctrine—for such I 
must call it—of the return of the 
Lord to this earth, is taught in 
the New Testament as clearly as 
any other doctrine in it; yet I 
was in the church fifteen or six- 
teen years before I ever heard a 
sermon on it.

eviror's NOTES 


by John R. Rice 


These notes are dictated in my 
room, “The Prophet’s Chamber,” 
at the big Tabernacle Baptist 
Church, Greenville, South Caro- 
lina, where I am engaged for a 
week of Bible and revival confer- 
ence. It is 11:20 p.m. We have 
had a blessed service tonight. In 
five days here I have preached 
fourteen times, am scheduled to 
make five broadcasts tomorrow 
besides speaking twice more, and 
then I hope to make two more 
radio tapes for my own broadcast 
saturday besides preaching in the 
regular services of the confer- 
ence, 


My heart is thrilled at the way 
God is raising up evangelistic, 
fundamental churches, real soul- 
winning, aggressive, spiritual 
churches. The Tabernacle Baptist 
Church is six years and three 
months old. It was founded by.the 
present. pastor, Rev. Harold B. 
sightler. It has 1,500 members. 
The lovely church= auditorium, 
modern and beautiful-seats 1,500. 
The choir seats 174. Last Sun- 
day they had 1,048 in Sunday 
School, more than that the Sun- 
day before. (Later: 11:00 Oct. 
12.) They have fifteen foreign 
missionaries. Eleven ministerial 
studenfs have gone out from the 
ehurech and are now in college 
preparing for the ministry—seven 
in Tennessee Temple Schools, 
three in Bob Jones University, 
one in Furman University here 
nearby. Three young women from 
the church are in school preparing 
to be missionaries and one has 
already gone to the field from this 
young church. Ten young men 
have already gone into the minis- 
try from this church six years 
old and are now pastors! 


Thank God for raising up men 
fundamental in doctrine, aggres- 
sively evangelistic, premillennial, 
fervent in spirit, informal. Broth- 
er Sightler also maintains a daily 
radio broadcast over eight sta- 
tions, and holds special services 
in many churches in South Caro- 
lina and nearby states. He is the 
president of the Southern Baptist 
Fellowship. It is a joy to be with 
him, 

The Tabernacle Baptist Church 
is independent. Brother Sightler 
originally asked Southern Baptist 
leaders of the association to help 
him organize the church and they 
refused. The church presented a 
letter asking for admittance in 
the county association, and they 
were asked to withdraw it. What 
a strange and sad thing it is that 
Southern Baptist leaders are so 
anxious about a denominational

the 
furniture of one wicked Tobiah 
out of the holy chamber in the 
temple. He showed courage again 
when he pronounced a curse upon 


the backslidden, vacillating Jews 


who had married wives of Ash- 
dod, He threatened them, pro- 
nounced a curse upon them, and 
smote certain ones and plucked 
out their hair. Then we read that 
he chased the son-in-law of San- 
ballat—chased him away, ran him 
off. 

He was a man of great courage. 
He was a great worker and great 
leader. There is much to be 
learned about Christian leader- 


‘ship and soul winning and church 


building in the book of Nehemiah. 
In many respects, it is a book 
on how to work for the Lord. 
We read what the enemy will 
do when we undertake to work 
for God.

I want to make it clear that the 
house of God can be forsaken in 
more ways than by one’s physical 
presence. .We are seeing in many 
instances today thousands of peo- 
ple attending the house of the 
Lord. Yet the house of God, the 
true, scriptural house of God and 
the work of God is being for- 
saken, It is being forsaken in the 
very same five ways that this 
chapter points out that the house 
of God was forsaken in the days 


of Nehemiah. ‘Thousands _ of 
churches across America today 
know nothing about the _ old- 


fashioned prayer meetings. The 
Sunday night evangelistic service 
has long since been abandoned by 
many. A _ soul-winning visitation 
program is unheard of in most 
churches. God’s house has been 
forsaken! 


I. The House of God Was For- 
saken Because of a Lack 
of Separation 

First of all, the house of God 
was forsaken by lack of separa- 
tion. In the first three verses in 
this thirteenth chapter of Nehem- 
lah we read _ this _ significant 
statement: “On that day they 
read in the book of Moses in the 
audience of the _ people.” 
were reading from the first few 
verses of the twenty-third chap- 
ter of the book of Deuteronomy.) 
Reading these verses they discov- 
ered that God had said many 


God, and many other cardinal 
truths held dear by the born- 
again child of God. 

We must be careful that we 
are not only separated from the 
standpoint of Christian doctrine, 
but separated also from 
standpoint of Christian conduct 
and vice versa. One without the 
other is not complete consecra- 
tion. The Pharisees were sepa- 
rated from the standpoint of con- 
duct; that is, they lived a self- 
righteous life; but from the stand- 
point of Christian doctrine, they 
were not separated. They substi- 
tuted the traditions of men and 
their own conveniences and that 
which was expedient for them. for 
that which was clearly set forth 
and laid down in the Word of the 
eternal God. 

These Ammonites and Moabites 
and all their descendants were 
people upon whom the curse of 
God had rested. Ammon and 
Moab were the two sons born to 
the two wicked daughters of Lot 
by their own father after the de- 
struction of Sodom and Gom- 
morah. The curse of God was up- 
on them; yet they had been al- 
lowed -in the house of the Lord. 

Then we read in verse 3 of 
this chapter of a “mixed multi- 


tude.”’ Mark that. phrase in your 
Bible. It is found a number of 
times. In Exodus 12:38 we read 


of a “mixed multitude’ who went 
out of Egypt when Israel was re- 
deemed by blood. This mixed 
multitude went along, not be- 
cause they had been redeemed 
and sheltered and cleansed by the 
blood of the passover lamb but 
because they had seen God work 
miracles in Egypt. They went 
along from a fleshly standpoint, 
from the standpoint of. curiosity, 
and to be with a great group of 
people who were going out. Their 
hearts. were. not changed. Later 


-on, hundreds. of years later, we 


(They | 


years previous that the Ammonite | 


and Moabite should never come 
into the congregation of God for- 
ever. Now Nehemiah finds that 
the Ammonite and the Moabite, 


these heathen, unconverted ones, | 


were in the congregation of God 
and were allowed there. The thing 
that caused them to see this lack 
of separation was the reading of 
the Word of God. 

You know, dear friends, it is 
most important today that we 
know what the Bible says on the 
subject of separation. There is 
much involved. The Christian in- 
dividually is to be separated from 
evil and from the world and from 
all that is anti-Christian and 
anti-God, The church collectively 
as a body is to be a separated 
group. 

We are to be separated doc- 
trinally as well as from the stand- 
point of conduct. Many today who 
are separated from the stand- 
point of. Christian conduct are not 
separated from the standpoint of 


Christian doctrine; that is, they 


very freely mix and mingle with 
people who do not believe in the 
virgin birth of Christ and the en- 
tire verbal inspiration of the 
original writings of the Word of

find this mixed multitude still 
present approximately one thou- 
sand years after they went out ol 


Egypt. 
We find also in the book of 
Numbers, chapter 11, verse 4, 


that when Moses was leading the 
children of Israel out of the bond- 
age of Egypt to the freedom and 
blessings of the land of Canaan 
and had come to Kadesh-Barnea, 
a most important place and most 
epocal event in the life of Israel, 
that this same “mixed multitude” 
was there to hinder and caused 
a weeping and murmuring among 
the people of God. 

The mixed multitude is always 
a hindrance. It always has been 
and always will be--There—is -ab- 
solutely no point to be gained by

II. The House of God was For- 
saken Because of the Lack 
cf Cleanness 


We find in verses 4 to 9 of this 
thirteenth chapter of Nehemiah 
that Eliashib the priest had taken 
a compromising attitude toward | 
Tobiah, a wicked man who had 
opposed the work of the Lord 
carried on by Nehemiah and his 
faithful cohorts. We read how! 
this priest with great compromise | 
had allowed Tobiah to occupy a 
most important and sacred cham- 
ber there in the temple. Tobiah 
had taken up his abode there. 
This is most important because 
this chamber typically speaking 


was a chamber reserved for the! ture of wicked Tobiah out 


Lord Jesus Christ. There the 
meat offerings and frankincense 
were stored, which were typical 
of Jesus. Actually, it was a room 
which spoke of His glorious Per- 
son; but Tobiah, an enemy of the 
work of God, had been allowed 
into the Holy Temple and into 
this most sacred spot which was 
to be occupied typically by the 
Person of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

We read how Nehemiah came 
to Jerusalem and was grieved in 
his heart because of this com- 
promise and ufecleanness in the 
house of the Lord. He went into 
this particular chamber in the 
temple and threw all the furni- 


into 
the street and commanded that 
the chamber be cleansed, and’ it 
was. 


This speaks of cleanness in 
the house of the Lord. God's 
church is always to be a clean| 
church. The Bible tells us how 
that God through the Holy Spirit , 
from time to time has purged out 
and cleansed wickedness from the | 
midst of the people of God and 
that purging and chastising on 
the part of God has always 
brought fear to the hearts of un- 
believers and caused them to be 
converted and to respect and re- 
vere God. This was true in the 


days of the early church as re-| 


corded in Acts 5 as God struck 
with sudden death Ananias and 
Sapphira, who lived a life of pre- 
tense and sham and pretended 
to have achieved a level of spirit- 
uality which actually they did not 
possess. There were funerals and 


sudden death in the midst of the 


early church because God wants 
a clean church, 

I read years ago of one of the 
bloody revolutions that took place 
in France during the reign of 
King Louis XVII and his beauti- 
ful Queen, Marie Antoinette. His- 
tory tells us of how the little 
Prince, Louis, often called The 
Little Dolphin, was a most femi-

I don’t know why people 
shouldn’t like to study the Bible 
and find out all about this pre- 
cious doctrine of our Lord’s re- 
turn.

My friends, it is perfectly safe 
to take the Word of God just as 
we find it. If He tells us to 
watch, then watch. If He tells us 
to pray, then pray!

“Behold, I come quickly,” said 
Christ.

Some people say, “I believe

do you get it? I can't find - it. 
The Word of God nowhere tells 
me to watch and wait for the 
coming of the millennium, but 
for the coming of the Lord, I 
don’t find any place where God 
says the world is to grow better 
and better, and that Christ in this 
way is to have a reign on earth 
of a thousand years. I find that 
the earth is to grow worse and 
worse, and that at length there is 
going to be a separation. ‘Two 
women grinding at a mill—one 
taken and the other left.” The 
church is to be translated out of 
the world. 

We have two examples already, 
two representatives, as we might 
say, in Christ’s kingdom, of what 
is to be done for all His true be-

It is a_ significant thing that 
the tithe in the Bible is con- 
nected with the house of God. It 
is our conviction that God wants 
the Christian to give to the local 
church if that local church is 
truly the house of God in a scrip- 
tural sense. In _ fact, referring 
again to the instance of Jacob 
and his tithe we find even in 
this case that the tithe is con- 
nected to God’s house, for. when 
Jacob made this holy resolve and 
covenant with God to tithe, he 
poured oil upon a stone and 
called that place Bethel. Bethel 
means the house of God. 

The story has been told of a 
young man years ago during the 
days of great depression who was 
forced to leave his father’s home 
to seek to make a living for his 
own. This young man as he left 
his father’s home was passing a 
farmer’s house, and the farmer 
came out and took him by the 
hand and said, “Bill, you are 
leaving your father’s home and 
going to the city. There are two 
words of advice I would like to 
give you. First, be a Christian; 
serve God and never forget that 
you belong to Jesus. Second, the 
first dollar that you ever make 
and all that God gives you in your 
life, be sure to honor God with at 
least a tenth.” 

The young man looked in the 
face of the Christian farmer and 
replied, ‘““‘These two things. I will 
observe.” 

He went into the city and he 
gave ten cents of the first dollar 
he made unto the Lord. He fol- 
lowed this practice throughout all 
of his career. That man was Wii- 
liam Colgate, who was the head 
of the great Colgate Industries 
and out of whose hands. have 
come hundreds of thousands of 
dollars for the work of God. 

It pays to tithe because it pays 
to obey God, and it is always best 
to observe the Word of the Lord. 
Many times the house of God is 
forsaken by people’s not giving of 
their tithes and offerings unto the 
Lord. God will not bless a Chris- 
tian and give him a soul-winning 
ministry if he is disobedent to 
God in the matter of the tithe 
and offering, and God will not 
bless a church and make it a 
great soul-winning church if it 
attempts to support the Gospel 
in any other way except by. the 
scriptural method of the tithe and 
offering. 


IV. The House of God Was 
Forsaken by the Desecration 
of the Sabbath Day 


In verses 15 to 22 we read that 
Nehemiah was grieved because of 
the merchants who came to the 
walls on the Sabbath Day and 
were allowed to peddle their mer- 
chandise and sell their wares to 
the people in the city and go 
through the opened gates on the 
Sabbath Day. This, of course,

was a flagrant violation of the 
Holy Seriptures. The people of 
Israel had the seventh day, the 
Sabbath Day, Set aside as a holy 
day unto the Lord, and they were 
not to pick up sticks or cook food, 
much less to be peddling mer- 
chandise on the Sabbath Day. 
Now understand that the Bible 
speaks plainly that the Sabbath 
was given not to the church, not 
to the saved Gentile, but the 
Sabbath was given, as the book of 
Exodus clearly points out, unto 
Israel. In Exodus 31:13 God said, 
“Speak thou also unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, saying, Verily my 
sabbath ye shall keep: for it is 
a sign between me and you 
throughout your generations; 
that ye may know that I am the 
Lord that doth sanctify you.” 
Now the Lord never gave the 
seventh day to the church. If I 
had no other proof that the Lord’s 


_| Day is the day that we. worship 


and meet together in the house of 


God than the fact that it is the 


day that Jesus arose from the 
grave, that would be enough. 

However, 
er. Acts 20:7 records the observ- 
ance of communion in the early 
church on the Lord’s Day, not the 
First Corinthians 16 
tells us that we are to bring our 
tithe unto the Lord on that day, 
and we are to forsake not the as- 
sembling of ourselves together in 
the house of the Lord, bringing 
eur offering with us on the first 
day of the week. 

Now then, in spite of the fact 
seventh day 
we observe the 
the Lord's 
and in spite of the fact that 
there is a distinct difference be- 
tween the two, one was a day of 
complete rest and inactivity for 
Israel while the other is a day of 
worship and meeting together and 
service for the Lord for the 
church. 


The Lord’s Day is a holy day. 
We believe that it is wrong to 
violate the holy day of the Lord 
and not to observe and keep it. 
It certainly is wicked for a Chris- 
tian to absent himself from the 
house of the Lord on the day of 
the Lord. Desecration of the Sab- 
bath Day was a sin in Nehemiah’s 
generation. Forsaking the house 
of the Lord on the Lord’s Day is 
a sin in our day which is promi- 
nent among hundreds of thou- 
sands of professing Christians. 

In the interests of the nation 
Wwe must keep the Lord’s Day. 
Said the great Victorian states- 
man, W. E. Gladstone, ‘Tell me 
what the young men of England 
are doing on Sunday, and I will 
tell you what the future of Eng- 
land will be.” For our own sake, 
for the sake of our families, our 
sons and daughters, and all com- 
ing after, let us safeguard the 
Lord’s Day. The Christian Sab- 
bath has been provided for us in 
the wisdom of God for our physi- 
eal, mental, and spiritual well- 
being, and we act wisely when 
we use this God-given day in the 
worship and service of our Mak- 
er, and in giving heed to the 
things that matter most. 

A few years ago the ladies of 
my church told me this strange 
and yet true story. These ladies 
said they went out to the woods 
hunting some kind of berriés. 
While they were walking out 
through the woods along a little 
road, they suddenly heard an aw- 
ful noise. They looked in the di- 
rection of the noise, and it ap- 
peared that a building had col- 
lapsed. They went over to the 
puilding and there stood a man 
shaking like a leaf. The color had 
left his face, and he looked death- 
ly sick. 

He said to these ladies, “Just 
a few seconds before this garage 
fell, one of my little children who 
was playing in there came out. 
Then the garage collapsed into 
the pile of rubish that you see 
now. I am a Christian, but I let 
God’s house go, and I got out of 
fellowship with God, and I stayed 
away from the Lord and built 
this garage on the Lord’s Day. 
Look at it now.” He continued, 
“Just think, but for the mercy of 
God my little child would have 
been crushed beneath that heap 
of stone and wood at this very 
minute,”

They tithe mint and anise and 
cummin, Oh, yes, they fast two 
days out of the week, some of 
them, Oh,-yes, they read and be- 
heve the Old Testament.

got up this morning I went back 
to sleep and I suffered - many 
things in a dream, God told me 
that you must not touch Him, 
that you must not harm Him.”
